Under  each  item  will  be 
found  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  classes  associated  with  the  item,  the 
series  title,  description  of  the  publications,  distribution  format  (for 
approximately  30  percent  of  the  items  so  far) ,  and  a  list  of  those  libraries 
selecting  the  item  in  library  number  order.    The  last  fiche  in  each  set  lists 
all  the  U.S.  Depository  Libraries  by  library  number,  with  their  name,  address, 
and  telephone  number.

With  the  checklists  is  a  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents,  Raymond  M.  Taylor,  which  says  in  part:  "I  have  directed  that  this 
Office  issue  periodic  status  reports,  or  checklists,  to  assist  librarians  in 
maintaining  their  sets  of  United  States  Code,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  and 
United  States  Reports.    Each  checklist  will  deal  with  one  of  these  titles, 
explaining  its  purpose,  contents,  and  organization,  as  well  as  describing  what 
parts  a  complete  set  should  contain  as  of  a  certain  date.    Checklists  can  also 
serve  as  convenient  selection  and  ordering  tools  for  libraries." 

We  trust  that  these  new  checklists  will  prove  useful  for  verification  of  current 
library  holdings.
